4. Dogs: These seventy-one (71) animals were used in safety/toxicity evaluations, 

the results of which will be used to support registration of Pharmacia & 
Upjohn proprietary compounds. Many of these compounds are being 
developed for the treatment of critical diseases in humans, primarily 
central nervous system (CNS) disorders and infectious diseases. Studies 
to characterize the toxicity of new pharmaceuticals must be done in a non- 
rodent species, and alternative methodologies alone are not sufficient. 
[Title 21, Code of Federal Registry (CFR) 58 (Good Laboratory Practice 
for Non-clinical Laboratory Studies), 312 (Investigational New Drug 
Applications), CFR 3 1 4 (Applications for FDA Approval to Market A 
New Drug...), CFR 511 (New Animal Drugs for Investigational Use), CHI 
514 (New Animal Drug Applications); numerous sections apply in each of 
these.] In a safety evaluation, administration of analgesics is not possible 
as analgesics may alter the animals’ response to the test compound or 
otherwise confuse interpretation of the study, which would result in a need 
to repeat studies, using additional animals. However, other nursing and 
supportive care is provided by the veterinary staff, as indicated. 

6. Guinea Pigs: These seventeen (17) animals were used in a model of vaginal herpes 

disease to evaluate the efficacy of novel therapeutic compounds. The 
experimentally induced condition was necessary to provide an accurate 
model in which to test compounds designed to provide protection. 
Administration of analgesic drugs could alter the animals’ response to the 
test compounds or otherwise confuse interpretation of the study, which 
would result in a need to repeat studies, using additional animals. The 
potential for confused interpretation is particularly a concern in infectious 
disease studies, where masking of clinical signs with pain relievers or anti- 
inflammatory drugs may provide false information on test article efficacy. 
However, in these situations, other supportive and nursing care is provided 
as indicated. 

8. Rabbits: Five (5) of these animals were used in Developmental and Reproductive 

Toxicity (DART) studies. The use of pain relieving drugs could 
potentially interfere with interpretation of the results of these federally 
mandated studies, which are required to support registration of proprietary 
compounds, and could result in the need to repeat studies with additional 
animals. (See regulations and treatment limitations listed under Dogs, 
above.) 
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Sixty (60) of these animals were subjects in a study designed to determine 
the efficacy of novel therapeutic compounds for the treatment of 
endocarditis. This is life-threatening condition in humans and in animals, 
and some animals become very ill as a result of treatment with the 
bacterial agent, causing variable levels of distress. The remaining 179 
animals were subjects in another infectious disease study designed to 
assess the safety and efficacy of novel vaccine candidates for the 
prevention of Pasteurelia infections. Rabbits are quite sensitive to these 
agents, hence their use in this preliminary screening process, and untreated 
control animals may develop upper respiratory infections or other 
manifestations of pasteurellosis following challenge with the infectious 
agent. As with other studies designed to provide data to support 
registration of new clinical entities, administration of analgesics is not 
possible as they may alter the animals’ response to the test compound or 
otherwise confuse interpretation of the study, invalidating the resulting 
data and creating a need to repeat studies with additional animals. The 
potential for confused interpretation is particularly a concern in infectious 
disease studies, where masking of clinical signs with pain relievers or anti- 
inflammatory drugs may provide false information on test article efficacy. 
In these situations, other supportive and nursing care is provided as 

indicated, and animals not responding to treatment are euthanized 
promptly. 

9. Non-human Primates: 

These thirty (30) animals were used in safety/toxicity evaluations, the 

results of which will be used to support registration of Pharmacia & 

Upjohn proprietary compounds. (See regulations listed under Dogs, 

above.) Studies to characterize the toxicity of new pharmaceuticals must 

be done in both a rodent and non-rodent species; primates are used as the 

second species only when metabolism, kinetics or some other factor 

precludes the use of puipose-bred beagles in pre-clinical toxicology 

studies. In this type of evaluation, administration of analgesics is not 

possible as they may alter the animals’ response to the test compound or 

otherwise confuse interpretation of the study, invalidating the resulting 

data and creating a need to repeat studies using additional animals. 

However, other nursing and supportive care is provided by the veterinary 
staff, as indicated. 


12. Other Farm Animals 

Horses: Two (2) of these animals were subjects in a safety/toxicity evaluation, the 

results of which will be used to support registration of a Pharmacia & 
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Upjohn proprietary compound for use in horses. (See regulations and 
treatment limitations listed under Dogs, above.) 

The remaining ninety-six (96) animals were used in an FDA-approved 
procedure for the production of a biological product derived from horse 
plasma; this product is currently the treatment of choice for children with 
aplastic anemia, and is also an important adjunct therapy for patients 
receiving organ transplants. Pain/distress ranged from slight to moderate. 
Although efforts have been made to refine the procedure to minimize 
pain/distress, and appropriate nursing and supportive care is provided as 
indicated, the product license of manufacture does not permit any 
deviation from the outline of manufacture during the course of the 
protocol, including the administration of analgesics. 


13. Other Animals 

Gerbils: 1 173 of these animals were used in the development and implementation 

of an alternate model of middle ear infection to evaluate the efficacy and 
pharmacokinetics of novel antimicrobial agents in pre-clinical studies. 

This localized infection model may result in some ear pain and consequent 
distress (ranging from very slight to moderate, based upon clinical 
appearance and behavior) in untreated animals. As with other studies 
designed to provide data to support registration of new clinical entities, 
administration of analgesics is not possible as they may alter the animals’ 
response to the test compound or otherwise confuse interpretation of the 
study, invalidating the resulting data and creating a need to repeat studies 
using additional animals. The potential for confused interpretation is 
particularly a concern in infectious disease studies, where masking of 
clinical signs with pain relievers or anti-inflammatory drugs may provide 
false information on test article efficacy. However, in these situations, 
other supportive and nursing care is provided as indicated. 

Thirty-six (36) of these animals were used to evaluate an alternative drug 
delivery method for a new antibiotic agent that is currently in 
development. This involved a minor surgical procedure, and these animals 
underwent recovery from anesthesia without the benefit of post-operative 
analgesics, as there was a concern that such drugs would alter the 
pharmacokinetics of the drug in an unknown fashion. This was a pilot 
study, and as the test method of drug delivery was not adopted, this 
procedure was conducted only once. 

The remaining twelve (12) animals were used in a screening assay by 
which compounds with in vitro anthelmintic activity can be evaluated for 
in vivo activity prior to testing in the target host species, sheep and cattle. 
This model secondarily serves as a screen for toxicity, and very

occasionally, animals will experience toxicity in response to treatment 
with a new clinical entity; these animals are euthanized promptly. 

Animals will also, very rarely, become ill prior to treatment as a result of 
their parasite burden. These animals are also euthanized promptly. 

These six (6) animals were subjects in a study designed to establish a 
model of emesis (vomiting) that could be used to characterize this adverse 
side effect of a certain class of CNS-active compounds currently under 
investigation. This group of animals received a positive control compound 
(known to cause emesis in ferrets). The emesis was not of sufficient 
frequency or duration to cause pain or lasting harm to the animals, but it 
may have been associated with nausea, which is considered distressful in 
humans. The effects of the positive control compound were of very short 
duration (3*5 minutes) and no intervention was necessary. 

These 242 animals were used in a well-established model of middle ear 
infection to evaluate the efficacy and pharmacokinetics of novel 
antimicrobial agents in pre-clinical studies. This localized infection model 
may result in some ear pain and consequent distress (ranging from very 
slight to moderate, based upon clinical appearance and behavior) in 
untreated animals. As with other studies designed to provide data to 
support registration of new clinical entities, administration of analgesics is 
not possible as they may alter the animals’ response to the test compound 
or otherwise confuse interpretation of the study, invalidating the resulting 
data and creating a need to repeat studies using additional animals.

• Under Animal Use Protocol #0302e-1999, repeated use of complete Freund’s adjuvant (CFA) 
as part of an immunogen in horses was approved. The immunization process is required in 
the outline of manufacture for a biological that is the drug of choice for treatment of aplastic 
anemia and which is also an important part of adjunct therapy in transplant patients. This 
protocol impacted 96 animals this year (see above). The injection of immunogen typically 
causes exterior lesions at the injection site which are sterile; the course of the lesions through 
the protocol varies with individual animals and is closely monitored by study personnel and 
the Attending Veterinarian. Research and discussion aimed at minimizing the impact of the 
protocol on the horses has taken place, but the product license, originally granted in 1982, 
requires CFA for the immunogen and CBER will not permit changes to the outline of 

manufacture. The IACUC closely monitors this protocol when it is active and is kept current 
on all efforts to refine the procedure by the investigators. 


• Under Animal Use Protocol #0003c-1999, the cat enclosures are not cleaned and sanitized 
every two weeks. This involved 467 cats during this reporting period. These cats were on 
studies involving vaccination followed by challenge with wild-type feline viruses. Because 
of the risk of contaminating other rooms if the cats were moved during sanitization, the 
rooms were only sanitized between studies (every 6-12 weeks). Granting an exception from 
the two-week sanitization schedule had little effect on the living conditions of the animals. 
The rooms and runs were washed down each day. While the washing proceeds, the cats jump 
onto perches within the runs and do not get wet. This allows the lower part of the runs and 
floors to be cleaned daily. During inspections, there have been no concerns about 
cleanliness. This regimen does allow a small deposit of dust and dander to accumulate on the 
top rails of the runs, but this is minimal. When a study is completed, runs are washed and 
disinfected before new animals enter the space.

• Under Animal Use Protocol #0354c-l 999, the IACUC approved an increase in the 
sanitization interval for dog runs from 14 days to up to 28 days, total. This impacted 36 dogs 
during this reporting period. These dog were on studies where food consumption data was 
critical, and this was markedly disrupted by moving the animals out of the room in order to 
clean, adding an additional variable to the study. Granting this exception from the two-week 

- -sanitization schedule has had little effect on the living conditions of the an i m als The runs 
are washed down each day (which seems minimally disruptive to the animals’ food 
consumption), and during inspections, there have been no concerns about cleanliness. At the 
end of each 4-week study, runs are washed and sanitized per usual. 
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Under Animal Use Protocols #0084- 1 998 and #0085- 1998, dogs and nonhuman primates 
(NHPs) were occasionally housed in stainless steel metabolism cages (providing at least IX 
space) for pharmacokinetics studies involving radiolabeled compounds, necessitating limited 
exemptions from the enrichment plans for these species. This impacted thirty (30) dogs and 
thirty-one (31) NHPs during this reporting period. The dogs were housed in metabolism 
cages for 1-3 days. They did not have access to manipulata or exercise outside of the cage 
during this time, due to the use of radioactivity and the potential for contamination. The 
NHPs were housed in metabolism cages for 1-3 days. They did not have access to 
manipulata throughout this study period, but received fruit treats daily.

Short-term exemptions from exercise for post-surgical recovery were granted by the IACUC 
as follows: 

• Twelve (12) dogs under Animal Use Protocol #0426d-2000 underwent surgical 
procedures required to prepare them for participation in cardiovascular monitoring 
studies. These animals were exempted from exercise for a 14-day recovery period, after 
which time they were able to resume normal activity. 

• Two (2) dogs under Animal Use Protocol #0352d- 1999 underwent surgical procedures 
required to prepare them for participation in drug metabolism studies. These animals 
were exempted from exercise for a 14-day recovery period, after which time they were 
able to resume normal activity. 

• Two (2) dogs under Animal Use Protocols #00 1 Od- 1 999 & #0444d-2000 underwent 
surgical procedures for neutering purposes. These animals were exempted from exercise 
for a 1 0-day recovery period, after which time they were able to resume normal activity. 

The IACUC has authorized the Attending Veterinarians to grant very short-term exemptions 
to the mandatory sanitization intervals under exceptional circumstances, providing that they 
personally view and evaluate the housing situation and determine that there would be no 
compromise to animal welfare standards by allowing the cage change to wait for one or two 
additional days. In these situations, the Attending Veterinarian must observe the room in 
question, then annotate the room maintenance record (RMR), stating that the exception has 
been granted. A copy is made of the RMR and a separate file documenting these exceptions 
is maintained in the Attending Veterinarian’s office as well. Four exemptions of this nature 
were granted for dogs this reporting period, each involving a 24-hour extension and 
impacting a total of forty-one (41) animals. Exemptions were also granted for primates 
during this period, involving a 24-hour extension for eighteen (18) rhesus macaques and a 48- 
hour extension for twenty-four (24) cynomologus monkeys.

Detailed Explanation of Animals Presented in Column E: 

Consistent with the USDA’s Animal Care Resource Guide, Policy #1 1 regarding Painful Procedures, 
we have included all animals that were injected with Freund’s Complete Adjuvant, in Column E. 

When consistent with the experimental objectives, procedures are used to minimize potential pain or 
distress, including treatment. 

15 guinea pigs indicated in Column E received Freund’s Complete Adjuvant as a component of Skin 
Sensitization Studies (Maximization Method). These nonclinical laboratory studies are conducted in 
accordance testing guidelines as set forth by the United States Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA), Toxic Substances Control Act (TSCA), Health Effect Test Guidelines, 798.4100; EPA, 
Federal Insecticide, Fungicide and Rodenticide Act (FIFRA), Series 81-6; The Japanese Ministry of 
Agriculture, Forestry and Fisheries (JMAFF) “Testing Guidelines for Toxicology Studies (59 NohSan 
No. 4200); and the Organization for Economic Cooperation and Development (OECD), Guidelines 
406, Skin Sensitization. The Freund’s Complete Adjuvant is administered, on a single occasion, 
intradermally. Although these injections typically produce skin ulcers at the injection sites, other 
clinical signs of pain or distress are not observed. The use of analgesics could potentially interfere 
with the interpretation of the Skin Sensitization Tests. Alternatively, skin sensitization studies using 
the Buehler Method, which does not include the use of Freund’s Complete Adjuvant, are used 
whenever possible if scientifically acceptable.
